To keep our sea
foree up to its present strength It 1s
neceasary to put In commission n new
battleaship every year to take the place of
the old ships which become obsolets, Tha
navy Is weaker now than it was three
yearas ngo because of the neglect of Con.
gress to authorize necessary construction,
None of the new ships to ba voted can ba
put in commission In less than two vears
and It Is more llkely to require three
years, even If work could begin as socon
ns the contracts were awarded. When
tha new ships are bullt the navy will be
no stronger than It ought to be now. It
is imperative that construction be con-
tinuous, and that enough new shipa be
bullt to take the place of those which
must go to the serap heap, as well as
enough to atrengthen us on the sea untii
we are able to meet any possible fos and
beat him off.

Such a program s not dictated by hys
teria, but by ordinary prudence, The
nation demands it and the lower house
will fall In ita representative capacity un.

We couldn't see why CGer-
many kicked up such a fuss about it
while she was dolng It Therself, We
trusted 8ir Edward Grey, with a passions
ate faith In good Anglo-Saxon honesty,
when he Invited all the Powers to gulet
down and eome to a counell an of friends,
Polneare had just seen the Czar and re=
port had it that he was met at Stockholm
by the Kalser. Little by little we got
round to Wilhelm. We remembered that
he had been ealled the War Lord.
